PFLLEVILLE JUSTICE 
OF PEACE KILLS SELF 


Thomas J. Hitchings Ends Life 
When Facing Démand for 
Accounting. 


Thomas J. Hitchings, Justice -f 
the Peace at Belleville, shot and 
killed himself in his room today 
when two men called on him io 
ask for an aecounting of funds 
which they had turned over#to him 
for the purchase of @ 
mobile licenses? 

Hitchings, who was 57 years old, 
had been worried for some time, it 
was Said, because of the tetters he 
had been receiving from his 19- 
year-old wife. the former Bernice 
Gregory, who is serving a term in 
the Statesville (Ill.) prison for 
bank robbery. 

He told a friend recently, “She's 
driving me mad. She wants me to 
but what can I do?” 

Two men called at the home of 
Edward Buser, 118 South Charles 
street, Belleville, where Hitehings 
roomed, at 11 o'clock. Hutchings 
had been out later thar usual last 
night and had not,arise». Mrs. 
Buser went to his door and 
knocked, saying: “There are two 
men downstairs waitgig to see 
you.” : 

Hitchings did not answer, and 
Mrs. Buser. frightened, called her 
husband. Buser found the door 
to Hitchings’ room locked. He 
climbed out of the window in an

adjoining room, and made his way 


along a narrow ledge to Hitchings’ 
room. There he found the Justice 
of the Peace in his night clothes, 
lying across a bed, with a bullet 
wound in the temple, and a .38 
caliber revolver on the floor near- 
by. 

He was still breathing but was 
unconscious. Mrs. Buser called a 
physician. and police, but. when 
they arrived Hitchings was dead. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff H. O. Bilz- 
ing told the Post-Dispatch that 
Hitchings was short $1490.60 in his 
accounts with the Sheriff's office. 
This amount, Bilzing said, repre- 
sented fees for warrants, which 
the Justice of the Peace had col- 
lected and had failed to turn over 
to the Sheriff. 

At the State Attorney’s office, it 
was said that many persons had 
complained they gave Hitchings 
money for State automobile li- 
censes and failed to receive the li- 
censes. Last summer, he was short 
between $400 and $500 in delin- 
quent persona! taxes which he had 
collected for the county but had 
not turned over. Hitchings made 
this sum good last August, it was 
said. 

Mrs. Hitchings and Newman A. 
Cox, East St. Louis insurance sales- 
man, pleaded guilty of robbery and 
were sentenced to indeterminate 
prison terms of from one year to 
life, March 4, last, before Circuit 
Judge Wiltam A Wright at Salem. 
U). ‘They had been indicted by a 
grand jury only a few minutes be- 
fore, in the robbery of the Farm. 
ers’ . Merchants’ Bank of Vernon. 
Tll.. in which $3200 was taken. 

Hitchings was a former member 
of the Belleville City Council and 
was a candidate for re-election as 


a Justice of the Peace, on the Lib- 


erty party ticket at the April elec. 
t'on, He is survived by a son ‘and 
a daughter by his first marriage.

The discovery of this bomb and 
the announcement that investiga. 
tors had found “religious emblems 
and propaganda” near the place 
where the presidential train was 
dynamited, caused the authorities 
to proceed on the theory that re- 
venge for the execution of Toral 
or religious feeling, such as Toral 
said had led him to kill the Pres- 
ident-elect, had tnspired Sundayg 
events. 

Mrs. Morrow, who is on her way 
here after a visit to the United 
States, will pass the place where a 
bomb blew up a short bridge in 
front of the President's train, Both 
the train and‘the route are strong- 
ly guarded.

ROME, Feb. 11.—Pope Pius, 
referring to today’s signing of 
the agreement with Italy, said 


that -it assured him of “real, 
proper and absolute sovereignty, 
one which was evidently due to 
him who, for Divine reasons and 
by Divine mandate, cannot be 
the subject of any temporal pow- 
ors: 

The Pontiff made his remarks 
when receiving the Lentén 
preachers of the Roman diocese 
and the parish priests of the city 
for their annual audience prior 
to Ash Wednesday. Amidst the 
applause of the ecclesiastics, he 
referred to the Lateran Palace 
as his own rectory. 

Pope Pius then said that to- 
day’s treaty was aimed to reor- 
ganize and reco-ordinate relig- 
ion’s condition in Italy which 
had been for so long a timé per- 
plexed, subverted and devastated, 
Hie added that he would not en- 
ter into particulars because the 
hour and time did not permit 
nor did the regards which he 
owned to the State, seeing that 
the arrangements have not yet 
been perfected and finished. To 
the signatures of the plenfpoten- 
tiaries must be added those of 
both sovereigns, the Pope con- 
tinued. This was looked upon as 
a hint that he might not appear 
on the baleony of St. Peter's or 
the steps of it at the conclusion 
of tomorrow's anniversary mass. 

The Pope warned his hearers 
against some criticisms already 
manifested in Italy and abroad 
but said that the Lenten preach- 
ersineed not bother to refute 
them from their pulpits. In. faet,

12.2 PCT. GUT IN COUNTY 
WATER RATE ORDERED 


Will Apply Only to Metered Service 
Which Is Used by Greater 
Part of Customers. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY. Feb. 11.— 
The Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission today ordered a reduction 
of 12.2 per cent in the rates of the 
St. Louis County Water Co, for all 
custonfers with metered service, on 
the ground the present rates of the 
company are excessive, 

The reduction in rates. effective 
March 1, will result in an vstimat- 
ed saving of $101,000 a year to 
water consumers in St. Louis Coun- 
ty, based on the operations of the 
company in 1927. The reduction 
will apply to virtually all consum- 
ers of the company, ag it has com- 
paratively few using water on ‘8 
flat rate basis. 

The company was directed to Ale 
a new schedule of rates, complying 
with the commission order for a 
12.2 per cent reduction, together 
with the details of how the re- 
duced rate schedule was prepared.

The dynamiting occurred soon 
after 7 a. m., about 150 miles from 
Mexico City. 

The bomb was placed on the 
tracks near a bridge over which a 
train carrying the President back 
from an official visit to the State 
of Tamaulipas was scheduled to 
pass. .The force of the explosion 
overturned the engine and two of 
the foremost Pullmans in the train, 
in one of which the Director-Gen- 
éral of Railroads was riding. 


President Apparently Unshaken. 

President Gil, apparently un- 
shaken by his narrow escape, 
stepped from the car in which he 
had been riding with his wife and 
their baby daughter, and walked 
along the tracks,’ accompanied by 
the Secretary of War, to inspect 
the damage done by the explosion.

Dry law,” enacted in 1923, made itjan alcoholie liquid obtained by dis- 
tilling the mash of fermented grain, 
usually either corn, rye, wheat or 
barley,” Judge Walker said. ‘The 
term is, therefore, generic, and 
while the prohibitory statute is di- 
rected in terms against hootch, 
moonshine and corn whisky, each 
of these is whisky. The first is a 
slang designation of the general 
term; the second indicative of the 
time or conditions under which the 
liquor was made, and the third, the 
ingredient used in its manufacture. 


“The purpose of the statute was 


evidently not to necessarily limit the 
prohibitory ban upon these liquors 
as specifically designated, but to 
forbid the manufacture, possession, 
gift or sale of whisky. Whether, 
therefore, it be called hootch, 
moonshine, booze, white mule, 
mountain dew or coffin varnish in 
the vernacular of the underworld, 
o: that it was made in April’s ivory

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 1!.— 


The Supreme Court in bane today 
ruled the st. Louis Circuit Court 
had authority to proceed with a 
contest filed by George J. Weber 
of the election of Henry Dawson as 
a member of the St. Louis Repub- 
lican City Committee, in the pri- 
mary election last August. The 
court quashed a preliminary writ 
of prohibition it had issued, re- 
straining Circuit Judge Falken- 
hainer from hearing the contest. 

Dawson was deciared elected 
over Weber by a plurality of 37 
votes, on the face of official re- 
turns in the Twenty-seventh Ward. 
Dawson received 2372 votes, Weber 
2335. and a third candidate 293 
votes. 

The court overruled a contention 
by Dawson, raised in his applica- 
tion for a writ of prohibition, that 
the primary was not an election, 
within the meaning of the law, and 
that there was no means of con- 
testing the result of the primary 
election. 

Chief Justice J. T. White, who 
wrote the opinion, ruled the pri- 
mary was an election for political 
committeemen, although a nome 
inating procedure for other candi- 
dates. So far as committeemen 
were concerned, the primary vote 
was the final vote determining 
their right to the office, the Judge 
sald. He stated that the Supreme 
Court previously had ruled that a 
political committeeman was a pub. 
lic officer, within the meaning of 
the law governing election contests. 
“It is just as important that he be 
honestly elected as any other of- 
ficial.” the Judge said.

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SENATE DISCUSSES 
LOANS TO-SPECULATORS 


Asks Federal Reserve Board 
for Suggestions on Curb- 
ing Them.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1i.—The 
Senate asked the Federal Reserve 
Board today to propose corrective 
legislation in line with its recent 
warning against the excessive use 
of the funds and. credit-of.the re- 
serve system for -stock market 
speculation, 

A resolution by Senator Heflin 
(Dem.) of Alabama, asking the 
Board to submit suggestions, was 
adopted without a dissenting voice 
after brief debate. The Alabaman 
said his resolution was not a criti- 
cism of the Board’s warning. 

Senator Glass (Dem.) of Virginia, 
former Secretary of the Treasury, 
expressed doubt that, the Heflin 
resolution would do any good, but 
added that “it can do no harm.” 
Glass described the entire stock ex- 
change system as a gambling or- 
ganization which is “menacing the 
entire commercial structure of the 
nation.” He sald the Reserve Board 
should have issued its warning 
against brokers’ loans a year ago. 
The Virginian declared that until 
a statutory definition could be 
drawn between investments and 
speculation, he doubted that the 
Federal Reserve Board or Congress 
could take steps to control the is- 
suance of loans by reserve banks 
to brokers and dealers, 

“If the Federal Reserve Board 
had the wisdom and the courage 
which it ought to have had,” said 
Glass, “it would have acted long 
ago, and we never would have had 
this startling, situation of almost 
$6,000,000,009 in brokers’ loans out 
of reserve funds.” 

Senator Barkley (Dem.) of Ken- 
tucky remarked that “nothing 
could be more damaging or more 
difficult for Congress to undertake 
than to define what is and what is 
not speculation.”’

The expression, “Teapot Dome group,” is, we as 
sume, used in a generic sense. Certainly there are 
selfish interests in both parties who seek special 
privileges from the Government, regardless of which 
party is in power, and are not scrupulous in getting 
what they want. Their modus operandi, however, is 
seldwth as flagrant as were the tactics of the Tea- 
pot Domers. Often their technique is the essence 
of finesse. It may even be granted that some of 
our epecial-privilegists are wholly honest, according 
to their lights. They thoroughly believe, many of 
them, in the philosophy so frankly expressed years 
ago by that Penmsylvania railroad and coal mag- 
nate, that men of wealth are trustees of the Lord; 
that as such they can do no wrong; that it is the 
first duty of Government te safeguard their pos- 
sessions and prerogatives. In other words, the late 
Mr. Baer of Reading renown argued for a dictator- 
ship of wealth. 

The menace of such a creed. its calloused denial 
of democracy. does not have to be labored. How can 
democracy meet it? How can a popular Government 
such as ours safeguard itself against the power of 
money’? Manifestly there must be a vital minority 
party. When the Teapot Domers come, as they did 
in the confusion and moral chaos following the war, 
it was the minority party that made the fight. But 
the Sinclairs and Dohenys and the faithless Falls 
are not necessary to justify the existence of a mi- 
nority party. Nor is it necessary for a public officer 
to belong to the minority party-to serve as a mi- 
pority leader or spokesman. Notwithstanding his all 
but lifelong affiliation with the Republican or ma- 
jority party, Robert Marion LaFollette’s career was

The special committee of the House of Representa- 
tives appointed to investigate the existing conditions 
relative to Federal prisoners in Federal, state, county 
and municipal prisons and jails, apparently learned 
a great deal more than it cares to incorporate in its 
repom. Its revelations of extreme congestion, of en- 
forced idleness and the absence of any parole machin- 
ery in 86 of the 92 Federal judicial districts, were 
probably considered sufficiently damning in their to- 
tality. | 

Yet Representative John J. Boylan of New York, a | 
member of the committee. felt it his duty to make one | 
more disclosure on his own responsibility which every | 
lover of our free institutions would wish to see em- | 
bodied in that report. in the hope of immediate rem- | 
edy. It is that Mrs. Willebrandt, Assistant Attor: | 
ney-General in charge of Federal prisons, as well as 
of prohibition, has introduced the despicable practice | 
of placing her “under-cover” men in the Federal pris-| 
ons to spy upon officials and inmates. Congressman 
Boylan even charges that she procured false com- 
mitment papers from a Federal Judge in Detroit for | 
one “under-cover” man, in order to give a seeming | 
regularity to one of her espionage ‘plots. 

Knowing the reputation of the Federal judiciary, | 
it seems inconceivable that a member of that body | 
would knowingly be a party to so outrageous an as+| 
sault upon our institutions as this involves, and, if he 
were imposed upon. jealousy of that same reputation 
would seem to hold the hope of a citation to this er- 
raticewoman for contempt. 

Mr. Boylan says that it is his understanding that 
both President Coolidge and Attorney-General Sargent 
highly disapprove of this new practice.

THE MEMOIRS OF J. M. DENT. 

( Dutton.) 

Some years before his death in 
1926, J. M. Dent, the distinguished 
London publisher, wrote these me- 
moirs.for a smal] circle of intimate 
friends. He thought of the manu- 
script as a collection of personal 
letters and had no thought of its 
being published after his death 
In 1921 a small edition of the me 
moirs was issued privately It is 
to the son, Hugh it. Dent, who has 
succeeded his father as head of J 
M. Dent & Sons, Ltd.. that we now 
owe the privilege of becoming in- 
timately acquainted with so rare a 
spirit as that which the memoirs 
modestly reveal. 

The Memoirs, as originally writ- 
ten, were concerned chiefly with 
the high spots in the life of the 
writer, who was not the sort of 
man to assume that anything 
about himself would necessarily be 
worth recording. Consequently 
there were gaps in the narrative, 
and many of these have been filled 
by the son under whose editorship 
the volume was prepared. 

J. M. Dent was far more than a 
successful book manufacturer and 
merchant. He was of that high 
company of publishers of which 
the late Henry Holt was é@ean in 
América for so many years, and of 
which the elder George P. Brett of 
the Macmillan Company is now a 
shining example. In publishing a 
book, as his ecord shows, he al- 
ways had the welfare of the read 
ing public in mind, and had he 
done no more in his whole career 
than create Evéryman’s Library 
he would have been a great bene- 
factor. 

Richly literate, finely human in 


all fiis relations and intimately ac- 


quainted with the greatest men 
of his time, J. M. Dent was a man 
good to know: and here in his 
Memoirs we may know him.

NN SUNDAY CONCERT 


Arbos Leads Orchestra With 
Great Success in Popular

A moving performance of Cesar 
Franck’s D Minor symphony made 
yesterday afternoon's performance 
of the St. Louis Symphony the 
most gratifying of any yet given 
at this season’s popular concerts. 


It was a performance rich in -sono- 
rities, just in design and accurate 
in the revelation of that strangely 
appealing mystic quality in the 
Belgian composer’s music. The 
audience responded readily and E. 
Fernandez Arbos, the visiting 
Spanish conductor who had again 
demonstrated strikingly his ability 
to get what he wanted from the 
players, was paid a tribute that 
seemed heartfelt. 

The D Minor symphony was the 
only composition in that style com- 
posed by the Belgian master. but 
it was enough to notify the world 
that the interpretation of the 
spiritual quality in life was not an 
exclusive function of the German 
temperament. This composition— 
as does most of Franck’s music— 
has an inner relationship to the 
works of Sebastian Bach. It has. 
for the most part, the same imper- 
sonal] devotion and the same ten- 
derness. Outwardly. of course, the 
D Minor is a symphony in the 
general manner of the romantic 
symphonic writers, even though it 
has only three movemehts. 

Besides the Franck symphony, 
Mr. Arbos presented the familiar 
Andante Cantabile from Tschaik- 
owsky’s string quartet, Liadow’s 
“Music Box,” in which an alarm 
clock was introduced into the or- 
chestration; the stirring Polovsti- 
an dances from Borodin’s opera, 
“Prince Igor.” and a repetition of 
the Meistersinger Prelude. 

A third hearing of the Spanish 
conductor’s Meistersinger overture 
convinced this reviewer that Arbos 
knew what he was doing when he 
raised the “King David” theme, 
played by the second violins. to 
the same level] as the other princi- 
pal themes in the involved poly- 
phonic section which precedes the 
conclusion.

MONTE CARLO, Feb. 11. 

~ORNING on the sun-dappled 
M Terrace of Monte Carlo, with 

the trembling tinted blue of 
the Mediterranean in the offing has 
the giddy/ headiness of a before- 
breakfast cocktail. The French ex- 
press the idea with their “Oo, la, 
ai” ‘The most sedate turn pagan 
to whoop and dance over life. 

This same climatic and scenic 
wallop offsets the depression of 
heavy losses at the gaming table 
here.

ONTE CARLO’S dream of gold 

is an invincible distraction, but 
there are other pleasant diversions. 
Such as fishing, trap shooting.

golf and listening to those people 
at adjoining tables who try to cre- 
ate a wordliness for your benefit. 
The ordinary fibber becomes a 
grandiose liar at Monte Carlo. I 
have spoken twice carelessly of an 
imaginary yacht. But 99 per cent 
of the visitors come here solely to 
—business of coining an original 
phrase—woo the goddess of chance. 
They seem to be straining, like 
hounds on leashes, until the casinos 
are thrown open for the day. 


HERE is nothing, despite his 


suave and imperturbable man- 
ner, quite se pathetic to me as a 
gambling casino croupier. His em- 
ployers 
humillatingly obvious. Every pock- 
et in his evening clothes is tightly 
sewed up with thread that is plain- 
ly discernable. After he finishes for 
the day, he must strip and walk 
through an alley of inspectors to 
reach his going home attire. He 
has no chance to steal and is paid 
a miserable wage. But he does see 
life! 


ONTE CARLO is stimulating 


and one is clutched by its 
beauty for a day, but unless one is 
thrilled by gambling it seems long 
enough. It is no place for a boob. 
Interwoven in its great splendor are 
sordid splotches of ugliness and de- 
spairing misery. Last night, for in- 
stance, all Monte Carlo knows 
there were two attempts—one suc- 
cessful—at suicide over gaming 
losses. But the rest of the world 
will never know it. And one can- 
not forget those ancient crones 
with clawlike fingers who sit at 
small play tables, gulping fiery 
brandy to sustain their courage. 
What a terrible old.age!

FOR STADIUM DELAYED 


Passage of Adverse Ordinance 


The passage of an ordinance in 
University City, forbidding the 
erection of a stadium to hold more 
than 10,000 persons, has prevented 
Washington University from bulld- 
ing fits proposed $759,000 football 
stadium in time for the games next 
autumn, Joseph Zumbalen, treas- 
urer of the university corporation, 
said today. 

The university officials had 
planned to have the first section 
of the stadium, which would cost 
$450,000 and would seat 30.000 
persons, ready for use by the lat- 
ter part of September. 

When it was learned that Uni- 
versity City planned legislation 
against it, conferences were held 
between university and city offi- 
cials. Zumbalen has charged that 
the University City Board of Al- 
dermen broke faith with the unil- 
versity by passing the ordinance 
while segotiations were on and 
while the university officials were 
unaware that the ordinance had 
been introduced. 

Zumbalen also disclosed that at 
the time of the first conference, 
the city officials made it known 
that they were desirous of obtain- 


, boulevards. at present 
the only two streets giving a di- 
rect éast and west passage through 
University City. 

The university officers, Zumba- 
len said, did not favor the plan for 


boulevard, so that University City 
could widen that thoroughfare. 

“I don’t know how far this ordi- 
nance is intended as an effort to 
force us to turn over the land for 
an east and west street.” he con. 
tinued, “but if University City 
thinks it can whittle away at all 
sides of our property in return for 
giving us permission to build a 
stadium, it is mistaken.” 

Zumbalen said tne university 
trustees had not decided mm a 
course of action ag.inst the _ rdi- 
nance. He indicated the university 
might attack the legality of it, and 
then said:.

RON, the iowliest of metals, has 
| one very rare quality. 

Any ordinary piece has with- 
in it, uncountable little particles, 
each possessed of ‘wo persistent 
povers of attraction called north 
and south poles. The north: poles 
of these particies attract the south 
poles of other particles—for eac4 
tiny bit is a little magnet. Ordi- 
nazrily within the piece o1 iron al! 
the north and scuth poles turn to 
gether happily, and consequently 
no particles pulj cutside the iron 
in search of «ny other poles. 

But sometimes, when, by chance, 
the iron is jolted. and always when 
a magnet is put near the piece, 
the little particles are shaken up 


and turn abcut so thet all the 


net. Then each little particie of 
iron is pulling with all its might 


magnet. 
magnet, too, are pulling on all the 
particles in the ordinary piece of 
iron to make the poles face prop- 
erly toward it. So you have, for 
instance, the north pole of the 
magnet pulling to rearrange a!! 
the particles in the iron so that 
their south poles face it. And 
when they are so arranged, the 
ordinary piece of iron has itself 


become a magnet for the time 
being, able to “magnetize” any 
other piece of iron by rearranging 
its particles by its power of attrac- 
tion. 

Ordinary soft iron remains mag- 
netized only while *e poles of its 
particles are kept in order by a4 
magnet near by. As soun as the 
magnet is removed, the particles 'n 
the soft iron change about com- 
fortably so that tr north poles 
have south pole mates close beside 
them—and then, of course, the 
iron is no longer a ma net.

Nor am I quite certain that I 
agree with the outcome of the de- 
bate. But if the question at issue 
had been: “Does the popular read- 
ing of modern books on psychology 
tend to stupidity?” I would have 
been freed of my doubts: I woud 
have been on the affirmative side 
from the beginning and would bave 
cheered an affirmative decision to 
the echo. 

Exciting as the new books on 
psychology may be to some they 
are not to me, and partly, I think. 
because IT used to read the old 
ones. Just as much of modern 
literature leaves me not only cold 
but sleepy, for the plain reason 
that as 1 read I remember so many 
better things to read. I am irri- 
tated at the Ulysses of James 
Joyce not because I think it ts 
naughty, but because IT remember 
the Ulysses of Homer beside which 
it is dull.” I nod over the romance 
of D. H. Lawrence, because |] long 
for the romances of Dumas. And 
it is exactly so with the psychology 
books: the certainties of Dr. Wat- 
son seem immemorially unimpor- 
tant beside the doubts of William 
James. 

And exactly the thing that is the 
matter with modern literature is 
the thing that is the matter with 
modern psychology. For if you 
want to see modern literature with
